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Impasse at Butters Row bridge 


State Representative James Miceli 
wants to take off against the 
engineers of the sewer project. He 
says they should have foreseen the dif- 
ficulties. 

Town Manager Sterling Morris 
wants no fight at this time. He wants 
to get the sewer completed, to solve 
the problems that plague the con- 
struction of the sewer at the Butters: 
Row bridge. Fighting, Morris 
observes, is an expensive luxury, for 
people who have nothing else to do. 

Murphy's Law is in full swing, at 
this time on Butters Row. 

“If anything can possible go wrong - 
it will.” 

It was Morris and George Allan, 
chairman of the Water and Sewer 
Commissioners who organized a 
meeting last Thursday - without 
lawyers. The two men were seeking a 
path out of a morass of difficulties, 
and without the aid of an attorney. 
Talk with the contractors, and get an 
agreement, was their way of thinking. 

Get the work done. 
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Several state agencies are involved, 
and they help to complicate matters. 
The MBTA (Massachusetts Bay 
Transportation Authority) owns the 
nearby railroad track, from whence 
come many of the difficulties. The 
State Department of Public Works 
has jurisdiction, too. 

Water and Sewer Commissioner 
Arthur Smith has no use for the state 
DPW. "Write them a letter,” he says 
“and they all go out to lunch.”” 

The people on Butters Row are 
becoming increasingly vocal. Their 
bridge, the rickety old Butters Row 
bridge, probably 140 years old, is 
down. It is a narrow “one carriage’’ 
bridge. Mr. Miceli, only a couple of 
days ago, announced that the state 
DPW was going to put in new 
stringers and new planks. 

That's no comfort to the people on 
Butters Row, at this moment. They 
have to come and go one way only, 
via Chestnut Street. 

And there is another problem, soon 
to start. 


Isolated 


Dan Halliday of Butters 
Row tells the water and 
sewer commissioners of 
the troubles on that street. 
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The Federal Economic Develop- 
ment Administration has let a con- 
tract for the installation of a new 
water main, on Chestnut Street. It is 
to cost $590 thousand, a 12 inch pipe, 
which will connect the two standpipes 
of Wilmington, and thus ensure better 
fire protection. 

The work is scheduled to start next 
week. The-start is tobe at the corner 
of Butters Row and Chestnut Street. 

When it does start the people on 
Butters Row might well take to the 
boats. There is a lot of water, on both 
sides of the street. The trouble is that 
there are no clear channels, The 
residents of Butters Row will soon be, 
it seems, completely isolated. 

The engineering firm that is in 
charge of the sewer - the firm that 
Mr, Miceli wants to take off against, 
is Whitman & Howard. It is the same 
firm that is in charge of the new 12 
inch water main. Mr, Miceli has, 
several times in the past few days 
repeated his statement to the effect 
that the firm should have foreseen the 
difficulties, 

Two injunctions 

The bankrupt Boston & Maine 
Railroad, through its trustees, is still 
an operating entity. It is vitally in- 
terested in its right-of-way. The new 
sewer is close to that right-of-way. 

It might have been possible to plan a 
sewer main with a big Z in it, to avoid 
the old Butters Row bridge, but such 
work would be both costly and dif- 
ficult. The sewer is being put in place 
by a firm known as Masoncraft. The 
easiest way, the way the engineers

Monday night's selectmen's 
meeting concluded in the wee hours of 
Tuesday morning after a marathon 
six hour run, 

While an application by Analog 
Devices for a permit to store flam- 
mables took up the major portion of 
the evening, the agenda contained 
several other items of pressing and 
controversial business. 

The selectmen received a total of 
three petitions: one requesting their 
help with what residents felt was a 
dangerous traffic situation on Adams 
Street; one from the residents of 
Woburn Street protesting the granting 
of'a permit to Analog Devices, and the 
third from residents of Butters Row 
pleading for action on the stalled 
reconstruction of the Butters Row 
bridge. 

The bridge, which has been im- 
passable for five weeks, is the object 
of a controversy between the Depart- 
ment of Public Works (DPW) and the

State Representative Jim Miceli, 
who was present at the meeting to br- 
ing to selectmen copies of an Er- 
vironmental Impact study of the 
Route 129 proposal, told the board he 
had already settled one of the 
problems with the DPW. The.DPW, 
he said, agreed to replank and restr-

“‘skipped’’’ on the same day that 
Wilmington students did. They all 
congregated on the same beach, 
Eisenberg said.

“Do you realize,"’ said Halliday, 
“that you are paying $20,000 a week 
for equipment to sit down there that 
isn’t being used?” 

Halliday requested that the town

Aldo Caira agreed that it would 
probably be helpful for Miceli to in- 
tervene, but he questioned whether 
the town’s submitting proposals on its 
own would “get the contractors off 
the hook.”

Almost incredibly, both the railroad 
and the DPW have seen the contracts, 
and have approved. At least, so it was 
said at the last meeting of the sewer 
and water commissioners. 

And, with that, there seems to be 
some unknown difficulty. There was 


to be none, but a couple of weeks ago = 


the Boston & Maine railroad got an in- 
Junction, in court, ordering that the 
work be stopped forthwith. 

Mr. Miceli was called in. He went 
to see the DPW and the MBTA and the 
railroad, and he got the injunction 
lifted. 

He did a good job, so says George 
Allan, chairman of the water and 
sewer commissioners. 

But, last Friday the Boston & Maine 
again served an injunction. So far, 
that one still sticks. No one seems to 
know just what to do at this point - 
although Miceli can be described as 
“straining at the leash.” 

There is an air of incredibility about 
that last injunction. No work had 
been done for several weeks - 19 work- 
ing days, when the injunction was 
served, ordering that the work be 
stopped. It probably served to pre- 
vent any work from again being 
started. 

Last Thursday 

Two Whitman & Howard engineers 
and three representatives of the firm 
of Masoncraft met with Wilmington's 
two water and sewer commissioners, 
last Thursday, in an effort to 
straighten out the difficulties. Also 
present was the town manager 

Masoncraft consists of two men, 
father and son, Romeo\and John/ 
D’Agustino. They had with them a 
third person, Jeff Decker, 
presumably an engineer. 

Mr. Allan, the chairman of the 
water commissioners is a civil 
engineer, thoroughly conversant with 
engineering problems. Mr. Smith, the 
other commissioner, is a practical 
man in heavy construction. 

The Whitman, & Howard engineers 
were Jim McDonough and Ernie 
Fagerstrom. Both men have been 
with the sewer project since its incep- 
tion. 

Residents from Butters Row had 
called the Town Crier. 

Would it be wise, the Town Crier 
was asked, to bring about 50 residents

to that meeting? 

This was the meeting from which 
Mr. Allan and Mr. Morris were keep- 
ing the lawyers, They were seeking to 
get things settled, not to get into 
arguments. 

The Town Crier told the telephonee 
that of course he could come to the 
meeting, but bringing 50 people would 
not solve anything. As things turned 
out, only three residents showed up, 
about 8:15 p.m. The meeting had been 
going on then, for some time. 

‘The difficulties that the firm and 
the commissioners discussed were 
many. The water, where the digging 
was going on, was “boiling sand.” 

“We need wells, all over the place," 
Romeo said. “We pumped all 
weekend, and only got the water to 
drop six inches."* 

“There is enough water there to 
supply six towns.” 

John told the commissioners that at 
least three new wells should be dug, to 
pump out water. That meant 
ditional money - money that was not 
in the contract. 

John described the situation as 
serious. “We want to lay pipe, we 
cannot." He doubted that the firm of 
Masoncraft would have any 
employees, before long. They had lost 
a full month of operation. ‘Before we 
know it the snow is again going to be 
on the ground,”” 

He estimated he had lost $20,000 in 
“down time.”” 

‘The commissioners. were told that 
the wells were 35 feet deep, and 
Masoncraft estimates that they will 
have to “dewater’’ about 200 feet 
ahead of the job, to keep things going. 

Smith proposed that they try out 
"dewatering" for a distance of 400 
feet. He wants to get the project back 
on schedule.

He didn’t like the way that the in- 
junction had been served “out of the 
blue.’

While they were talking the Butters 
Row residents entered. One of them 
was Dan Halliday of 28 Butters Row. 
He is a crane operator and heavy 
equipment man of practical ex. 
perience 

Halliday interrupted, to describe 
the dangers to the neighborhood 
children, from the construction. “‘If 
one of the children fell into one of 
those holes - "" 

He had five children, he said, within 
300 feet of the holes which he deserib- 
ed 

Smith described the difficulties of 
the commissioners, He assured Halli- 
day that the work of himself and Mr. 
Allan was unpaid. “George and I 
spent 40 or 50 hours a week, fighting 
this bureaucratic nightmare.” 

Halliday was not impressed. He felt 
that the DPW could be made to listen 
to reason. 

Allan: ‘'Do you know anybody in the 
DPW? Can you do anything? We'll 
take it!"” 

Halliday and the others left at 8:45 
p.m. and the commissioners and 
D'Augustino, father and son, resum- 
ed. 


Things went faster. The com- 
missioners agreed to pay for the down 
time - $44,000. The two contractors 
agreed to get working again 

‘There was trouble about the bridge. 
Allan told them “take it down and 
rebuild it.” 

Romeo: That's what I wanted to 
hear! Glad you said it! 

They left jat 9 p.m., ready to start 
work on Monday morning, but the

Analog wins license 
despite protests °

“We live in a time bomb down 
there,” said Paul Jepson. 

The Woburn Street resident was one 
of nearly 50 people who stormed the 
selectmen's meeting Monday night. 
Despite their petition, selectmen un- 
animously voted to grant a permit to 
Analog Devices for the storage of 700 

ms of flammable solvents and 
ga¥es at their new Woburn Street 
plant. 

The application had already been 
approved by the fire chief. 

Bob Pepper, general manager of the 
company, told those present that the 
700 gallons, a relatively small 
amount, represented various 
chemicals used by the firm in its 
manufacturing process. 

Analog, an electronics company 
which manufactures computer: com- 
ponents, has been operating in 
Wilmington in leased facility since 
1970. The firm, whose business is 
rapidly expanding, recently purchas- 
ed an 18 acre site across from their 
present tocation, and is currently in 
the pfocess of constructing a new 
plant there. 

Pepper says he expects that 400 new 
jobs will be created by the opening of 
the plant. 

The residents, most of whom were 
from the Woburn Street area, 


lease. 

“We are running both facilities,’ he 
said “and not moving anything from 
‘one to another.” 

On behalf of Analog, Pepper provid- 
ed the selectmen with a proposal for 
the construction of a storage facility 
which he said would meet or exceed 
all pertinent state and federal codes. 

Earl Wentworth, manufacturing 
manager for the new plant, com- 
mented that, although OSHA's stan- 
dards had become much more 
stringent in the past five years, 
Analog was right‘on top of them. “We 
have used all these chemicals safely 
since 1960,"" he said. ‘We are an elec- 
tronics plant not a chemical factory. 
Nationally we are considered a clean 
industry because we are a non pollu- 
tant. We can operate six months on 
700 gallons.”” 

Ann Linnehan charged that the town 
had not furnished its citizens with 
adequate information or protection 
for highly toxic materials passing 
through or being stored in town. She 
offered to provide a demonstration of 
what occurs when the chemical 
polymere is ignited. Selectmen turn- 
ed down her offer, however, partially 
because they felt if an unwise action 
to take in a public building, but 
primarily because the material she 
wished to demonstrate was not one 
used by Analog Devices. 

“I don't like the set up at all 
myself,” said Bill Belbin, a resident 
of Morse Avenue, ‘‘but you can’t stop 
Progress, I suppose.” 

Both Lewis and John Doane, of 20 
Suncrest Avenue, voiced anxiety at 
the prospect of a fire at the site. 
Doane questioned how the fire depart- 
ment would be able to control such a 
fire when it hadn't been able to con- 
trol a fire which broke out in woods 
near his home three years ago. 


Levvis said he was not sure the local 
fire department knew how to handle 
chemical fires. 

Pepper told the crowd he would not 
pretend there was no danger involved, 
but he said that what danger there. 
was would be greatly minimized by 
the building's sprinkler system, a 10- 
inch water pipe and a major water 
main for the fire’ department to tie 
into in the event of a fire. 

Several people protested that, when 
Analog Devices had applied for its 
first permit to store flammables on 
its present site, they had been told 
that would be the end of the chemicals 
coming into Wilmington. 

Rocco DePasquale said he had per- 
sonally visited the site and that he felt 
assured that every conceivable type 
‘of caution and protection was being 
taken. He said the thought the only 
way to resolve a problem of this 
nature was to take action before the 
original building permits are issued 
He said that, in the future, he would 
check every avenue to make sure that 
a public hearing is held at the initial 
planning stage before building per- 
mits are issued. 

“Our neighborhood is, zoned in- 
dustrial,"’ said George Boylen, a 
chemist who lives on Ledgewood 
Road very near the plant, “If you are 
going to have an industry down there, 
you are not going to do much better 
than this one,” 

Caira explained that he believed 
his decision to vote in favor of gran- 
ting the permit was the best one he 
could make for all the people in the 
town of Wilmington. 

“I feel we have a track record," he 
said, ‘“On-what Analog Devices has 
accomplished in the last five years, in 
Mr. Boylen’s statement that it is the 
cleanest operation that he knows of 
‘and in the approval of the application 
of Fire Chief Boudreau."”

Charles River in the monkey business 


Charles River Breeding 
Laboratories is a company that has 
gone a long way on mousepower. And 
now they are in the monkey business. 

Long recognized as the leader in the 
laboratory animal field, Charles 
River has been a good neighbor in 
Wilmington for more than 25 years. 
‘They. were'the first industrial firm to 
locate on Ballardvale Street; where 
they now. employ some 370 persons. 
Their annual sales are over $20 
million. 

In its expansion, the company has 
opened branches in France. Italy, the 
United Kingdom and Canada, and has 
authorized a licensee in Japan 
Worldwide, they employ 700 persons. 

Récently the company has expand- 
ed from mice and rats into monkeys 
Baged on an island in the Florida 
Keys, the monkey operation has been 
the subject of several newspaper and 
magazine articles

jected into several of the primates. 
After three weeks, the animals are 
humanely killed with an injection of 
sodium pentothal arid their tissues ex- 
amined for the microscopic changes 
which indicate imperfections in the 
batch.

The rhesus, Time said, is the 
preferred primate for testing because 
its body mechanisms closely resem- 
ble those of humans and because they 
have been so extensively studied that 
new results can be measured quite ac 
curately. 

Charles River's rhesus breeding 
colony, a first in the field, is located 
on an uninhabited (by humans) 
Florida Key named LOIS (Laboratory 
Observing and Simians), which is 
owned by the firm. 


Bureau of Biologics 

The Tropic article, written by 
Lawrence Mahoney, reported that 
Key LOIS supports a simian popula- 
tion of more than 2000. The original 
colany of 100, it said, was captured in 
India in 1972;flown-from-Charles 
River's Wilmington headquarters for 
extensive testing and then settled 
down to business on Key LOIS.

Sports Notebook 


The perfect role model hangs ‘em up

Last weekend a friend of mine ask- 
ed me why I didn't pay much attention 
to pro sports in the Crier. The answer 
is simply answered in two parts. One 
- I don't have the time with the many 
local sporting events that need atten- 
tion around the Merrimack Valley, 
and two - these pages were meant for 
the young up and coming athletes of 
the area 

This week is different however. It 
is different because the perfect role 
model for young athletes all over the 
world has retired, and his hanging ‘em 
up means that somewhere along the 
line professional sports will have to 
come up with a man who can fit that 
perfect mold - both as an athlete and a 
human being - that was shattered 16 
years ago when Ohio State's loss was 
the Boston Celtics’ gain. 

John Havlicek has retired after be- 
ing an important part of my 
adolescense and early adult years. 
This winter I squeezed seven Celtics 


games into my busy schedule. Last 


Friday night was the last time that I 
would see John play in person. The 
team lost to the Detroit Pistons in one 
of the most deadly dull sporting 
events that I have ever seen. 
Colorado Rockies playing the Van- 
couver Canucks would probably have 
been more entertaining. 

But, no matter. Havlicek was the 
sole reason for my shelling out 16 
bucks to see this meaningless game 
between two teams that were playing 
out the string. Before the opening tap 
off I weaved my way through the 
throng under the Celtics basket and 
snapped off 11 pictures before making 
my way upstairs for a beer prior to 
settling myself in a loge seat to watch 
John in person for the final time. 

The first quarter held my attention, 
but I found myself slipping away 
midway through the second stanza. 
My mind drifted/to those playoff 
games with the Lakers in 1969. I lay 
in my bed with my battered transistor 
radio against my ear at 12:30 a.m. as 
the Celtics clinched another cham- 
pionship - this one coming after aging 
player coach Bill Russell had guided 
the team to a stumbling fourth place 
finish in the regular season. When 
many 13-year-olds were asleep, I'was 
up listening to Johnny Most describe 
yet another Celtic run at the roses 

It was during those vintage Celtic 
years that I decided that I wanted to 
be a sportswriter. One day I hoped to 
meet John in person, but the closest I 
got was playing one-on-one with Don 
Nelson at a summer czmp in Connec- 
ticut when Havlicek had a wr com- 
mittment in 1972. Meet Nellie 
brought back many Celtic memories - 
like that 1969 semi-final series with 
the hated 76ers that saw Boston com- 
ing back to win the thing after being 
down 3-1 in games. I kept a running 
score of every one of those playoff 
games while listening to Most 
describe the comeback led by Russell, 
Larry Siegfried, and HaVlicek. When 
the other kids on the block were busy 
watching ‘‘Batman"’ or “The 
Monkees,” I was scribbling down the 
X's and foul shots with a dull pencil 
that I didn’t sharpen because I 
wouldn't leave the bedroom for fear of 
missing one of Most's gravel-voiced 
shrieks as he described a Havlicek off 
balance running righthander that had 
Chet Walker and Wilt Chamberlain 
talking to themselves. My parents 
thought I was crazy. 

I grew up loving Havlicek and the 
Celtics. I considered them to be my 
team. I'd see as many games at the 
Garden as my allowance and part 
time jobs would allow. In the 1970-71 
season (Dave Cowen’s first) I saw my 
top total of 22 home games. I'd buy a 
two or three dollar second balcony 
seat and sit in an empty loge 
somewhere near the middle of the 
court. In those days you could find 
that good empty seat, but as Havlicek, 
Cowens, and Jo Jo White led the team 
to two more titles in the coming 
years, the red seats became slim 
pickins’ for a struggling college stu- 
dent who could afford a night out only 
at bargain basement prices. 

I sat where I could and watched 
John play during some of his most vin- 
tage years. He showed during the last 
five-six years of his basketball career 
why he was the perfect model for the 
young athlete. He was a superstar - 
yet he was willing to fill the role that 
the team needed most. In his infant 
years around the NBA he was the six- 
th man - the guy who came off the 
bench to play the good defense and get 
the team running. ~ that’s 
something he did consistently for 16 
years. When his role changed to the 
leader and. offensive force after 
Russell and Sam Johes left, his run-

ning was never more important to the 
offense that had featured young 
players White, Cowens, and Don 
Chaney. Whatever the Celtics needed, 
Havlicek was willing to give: 

In the day of the one-on-one player 
Havlicek was a breath of clean air in 
‘the stiffling Garden heat of late April 
and early May. It was a joy to watch 
him take a young forward to school - 
running the kid into the ground with 
his move without the ball game that 
set up his offense against many 
players who could run faster, jump 
higher, and had the better shooting 
touch 

His final game Sunday afternoon 
was typical Havlicek. The 38-year-old 
Boston Bionic Man went out in high 
style - scoring 29 points while handing 
out nine assists and grabbing five 
rebounds in 41 minutes of play. Hear- 
ing Most describe Havlicek’s final 
three minutes - when he scored nine 
points, was the capper to all the ex- 
citing years that number 17 and the 
team has given me. 

To those who moa,, about all the 
gifts Havlicek received - I g2y bull! 
He deserves everything he gets. The 
man brought joy to the lives of 
millions of people around the world 
who were looking for the athlete who 
came up to their high expectations. 

Fans are fickle. They'll boo the 
greatest athlete who doesn't play up 
to their high expectations on any 
given day. It is a tribute to Havlicek 
that he always met the expectations 
of even the most fair-weather fan. 

Havlicek's tribute Sunday afternoon 
was both sad and beautiful. It was 
also nice to see John almost sym- 
bolically passing the torch to Cowens - 
wbo now is the blood and guts of a 
team that may be years in the 
rebuilding process. Take it Dave - and 
please don't take a hike in your 
camper before the team comes up 
with a legitimate backup center to 
ease the 48 minute load that you have 
been asked to carry since you came 
here. 

Cowens is The Man now, John - but 
thanks for the many years of sporting 
joy that you gave me. I'll close now 
before I get too maudlin gang. Good- 
by ‘Chek’ - and thanks again. 

A great disservice

had two hours to run. The nation mis- 
sed Havlicek's nine point finish and

The executives of the television 
network had cash on the line with a 
“responsibility” to cover the entire 
inal nound of the golf tourney - so 
naturally off we go and miss one of the 
most momentable monents in sports.

just missed out on the MVC title. The 
‘TMHS lineup is solid at the top star- 
ting with secondbaseman Mark Morin 
who'd crack all-star honors this spr- 
ing if it weren't for Wilmington's 
Steve Woods who is the class of the 
MVC around second. Ray Tremlett 
and Patt Puzzo are good outfielders 
and catcher Chuck Benoit is steady 
defensively. Junior thirdbaseman 
Scott Goldstein-should-improve-after 
a good start a year ago, while 
designated hitter Dean Cook is an 
ideal slasher for coach John Perreault 
who would go out a winner if a second 
and third starting pitcher can be 
found.
